We are wholeheartedly sup p orting such a p rog ram, as we believ e it 
lend:; not only to sound business bu t to sound morality in business, and 
thoug h this leg islation has been enacted as AN EMERGENCY MEASURE, we 
trust that its errors and omissions, as there doubtless are some, will be 
p romp tly corrected, and that the hig h p urp ose of the New Deal Prog ram 
in it* Codes of Fair Comp etition, may be found workable and become 
oar p ermanent, new and ap p rov ed economic p rog ram to the 
genera! benefit of all.
